WASHINGTON, NOT. 7.—An explosion 


and 6re at 5.18 Sunday afternoon 
wrecked the Mipreme court room and 
the rooms-immediately adjoining1 it on 
the muin floor of ihe capitol. The 
damage is enormous. The entire cen- 
tral ea-stern part of the great marble 
pile from the main floor to the subter- 
ranean basement practically is a m^ss 
of ruins* The force of the explosion 
was, &o heavy that the coping stones on 
the outer walls, just ea-st of the point 
where the explosion occurred, were 
bulged ont nearly two inches, wmdov.s 
in all that part of the building were 
jlotvn out} and locked doors were 
Voiced from their hinges quite a 150 
feet from the scene of it. 


Pire followed the explosion so quick- 


ly as to seem practically simultaneous 
with it. 
The explosion shook the, im- 


mense structure to its foundations and 
was heard several squares iron the 
capitoL 
It occurred in a small room 


tightly enclosed by heavy stone walls 
in the subterranean basement immedi- 
ately l-clow the main entrance to th« 
old capitol building-. In this room was 
a 500-light gas meter which was fed 
by a four-inch main. 
Very little 


gas ts u*ed in that part of the 
ttulding, but at the time of the ex- 
plosion the gas had not been turned off 
at th* meter. The meter Itself was 
wrecked awl thfc"JI&j>otrrhi^ feow tfee 
main caught fire. The flames origin- 
ating from the explosion darted up the 
shaft of the elevator, which had been 
completely destroyed by the force ol' 
the explosion, and communicated 
with the record room of the supreme 
court, the office of the marshal of 
the court and the * supreme court 
library. Before the flames could be 
subdued the priceless documents in the 
reeord room had been almost totally 
destroyed and serious damage had 
been done in the marshal's office and 
some miuor rooms ui the immediate 
vicinity 


The library of the supreme court, lo- 


cated immediately beneath the su- 
preme courtroom was badly damaged 
by fire, smoke and water, practically 
destroying the great collection of law I 
reference books. The library contains i 
about '20,000 volumes and was used not 
only by the justices of the supreme 
court, but by members of congress and 
lawyers practicing before the supreme 
court. 
Mr. Justice Harlan said San- 


day night that the library was 
very valuable. 
Many of the works it 


contained would he thought, be diffi- 
cult to replace. Librarian Clarke, after 
a curaory 
examination 
necessarily 


made by the light of lanterns, express- 
ed the opinion that many of the books 
could be saved, although they had 
been drenched by water from the 
streams ponred into the library for 
two hours or more after the explosion 
occurred. 


The most serious damage, in the 


opinion of the justices of the supreme 
court, is to the records stored in the 
Mib-baseinent. These included all of 
the records o( the supreme court from 
1798 to 1333. The room contains records 
of cases and opinions rendered by the- 
fathers of the judiciary of the govern 
ment. 
Apparently the documents in 


this room are either totally destroyed 
or so badly damaged by fire and water 
us to be useless. 


Fortunately the clerk's office was not 


in the least damaged by fire and the ex- 
plosion did no damage in it except to 
blow out one window, 


Mr James MeKenney, clerk of the 


supreme court, exprebsed the hope aft- 
er making an examinatiqn of the old 
record room that some, at least, ol 
the 
documents, priceless from the 


view point of the historian, could be 
saved. 


The supreme courtroom was dam- 


aged principally by water and smoke, 
the fire not reaching that point. Ad- 
joining the courtroom, however, both 
the marshal's office and the senate bar- 
ber shop furnished food for the flames. 


While many theories are offered ns 


to the cause of the explosion, it seems 
beyond doubt to have been due to es- 
caping gns. 


Only a few portions, principally of- 


ficers of the capital police, wore in the 
building at the time, but seceral of 
thorn had narrow escapes. Before the 
flrc deportment, which responded tc 
an tiara »cnt in bv a collcenum thret 


squares from the eapitol, Odd ar- 
rived, C. P. Gliem, chief electrician 
of the capitol, and H. W. Taylor, 
chief engineer of the house side, 
had a stream playing into the supreme 
',-ourt record room, which by that tinjv 
was a roariug furnace. Within a few 
minutes after the arrival of the fire de- 
partment the flames were under con- 
trol, although as a preeautionarj 
measure streams were poured into the 
marshal's office, the library and the 
>ubterranean basement for two hours. 
It was evident that the fire conld not 


be extinguished until the gas from the 
main was cut off. 
That this might be 


accomplished the firemen turned two 
streams upon the main, choking the 
flow of gas and at the same time cool- 
ing the pipe. Electrician Gliem, brav- | 
»ng the intense heat, entered the meter 1 
room and cut off the gas at the floor 
valve of the main. 


No damage was done to the main 


foundations of the building, as these 
are of solid masonry deeply embedded 
and 25 feet 4 inches thick. 


Among the losses which will be most 


sincerely regretted are those of the 
busu of Chief Justice Marshall anil 
other distinguished members of the su- 
preme court, which were arranged on 
small pedestals about the supreme 
court court chamber. In the smoke and 
rum which followed the explosion 
these valuable works of art were either 
badly damaged or -wholly destroyed 
and with their destruction the country 
has suffered an irreparable loss. Many 
of them hare been treasured as exhib- 
its in the supreme court chamber for 
half a century. 


No intelligent estimate of the money 


loss yet can be made. In the opinion 
of capitol officials and mechanics who 
examined the structure Sunday night 
the loas will reach probably $300,000 to 
the building. The loss on the library 
and records, as stated above, can be 
scarcely estimated in dollars and cents. 
A -million dollars could «ot replace 
them, because of many of them ao 
duplicates are in existence. 


Arrangements were completed Sun- 


day night by which the sittings of the 
supreme court will not be interrupted. 
The court will convene Monday in the 
room of the, senate committee on th« 
Dirtrtoi of Columbia, one of tiiff most 
spacious rooms in thecapftoL

preme courtroom was badly damagec 
by fire, smoke and water, practically 
destroying the great collection of law 
reference books The library contain: 
about 20,000 volumes and was used no_ 
only by liie justices of the supreme 
court, but by members of congress anc 
lawyers practicing before the supreme 
court. 
Mr. Justice Harlau said Sun- 


day night that the library waa 


j ing the intense heat, entered the meter 
room and cut off the gas at the floor 
valve of the main. 


No damage was done to the main 


foundations of the building, as these 
are of solid masonry Jeeply embedded 
and 25 feet i inches thick. 


Among the losses which wQ) l>e most 


sincerely regretted are those of the 
busts of Chief Justice Marshall and 
other distinguished members of the su- 
preme court, which were arranged on 
small pedestals about the supreme 
court court chamber. Jn the smoke and 
ruin which followed the explosion 
these valuable works of art were either 
badly damaged or wholly destroyed 
and with their destruction the country 
has suffered an irreparable loss.
